G h e e s B ay, April 23,—A disastrous 
lire swept a largo portion of the principal 
business street of tile village of Depere

by J. Mmnich. This building is ou the 
east si lie of Broadway, the third south 
from the corner of George street. 
The tire quickly communicated with 
the Carrick bull ding ou the » jrtb, beat­ 
ing back against the wind to the corner 
aud firing the Weyeuberg building on the 
south, at the same time crossing the street 
aud communicating with the Lim tiger 
butcher shop aud thence, driven by a 
strong northeast win.I, it swept both 
sides of Broadway south to Charles street.

L a k e C ity , Minn., April 22.—At about 
2 o'clock this morning a lire broke out 
iii what is known as Pap Neal’s hotel, on 
“the point,” aud soon it was certain that 
the business portion of the town was 
doomed. The wind was blowing strong 
from the east across tile lake, and the 
draft created by the fire soon produced a 
jierfeet hurricane of tlames, before which 
two-thirds of the business portion of the 
town succumbed. The tlames destroyed 
five solid squares of business buildings, 
leaving only three rows of buildings 
standing in the business portion of the 
town. Tho loss is roughly put at $400, 
OOO, 
aud 
the insurance at $150,000. 
The tiro started at a little before 2 
o'clock, aud in less thau an bour, the 
worst had been done. The tlames leap­ 
ed from building to building, across 
streets aud over open lots, like the water 
pours over Niagara. 
The fire department worked nobly, but 
no human power could arrest tho pro­ 
gress of the tire. The Red Wing engine 
came down on a special train, but arrived 
too late to be of much practical Inraefit. 
C. E. Finck’s store was saved, but above 
that on both sides of Washington street 
for one block, and on the West side of 
the street up to and including the Lake 
City Bank, everything was cleared; also 
everything on Centre street to Main 
street. Young’s block, in which was the 
Masonic Hall, the Commercial hotel, and 
tho Hersey building were swept away. 
The fire was stayed by an open space 
between Main and High streets, thus 
saving everything in that direction to the 
depot, a perfect swath of which must 
have inevitably gone. 
Tho number of firms burnt out is about 
77. 
Although many of tho burned build­ 
ings were occupied by tho famines, not 
a life was lost, aud no cases of serious 
accidents have been reported.

But little 
if any wheat remains in the farmers’ 
hands, aud none of that is milling wheat. 
No wheat is reported in the warehouses 
along the different routes in the Terri­ 
tory reported from. In western Wiscon­ 
sin more plowing bas been done, but the 
ground is very wet, and it will take sev­ 
eral days of continued Hue weather be­ 
fore seeding can be douo.

The Pawn-Shop. 


As a matter of social history, it is 
singular that pawnbroking should have 
sunk to so low a level, both here and in 
England, when we remember that one 
of the chief inducements put forward in 
the original prospectus for the est ab- j 
lishment of tile Bank of England was, 
that it would regularly engage in tile 
pawning business, being really at all 
times to advance reasonably on such , 
silver-plate and other iiersonal property 
as its customers should deposit with it, | 
chaining for this convenience a much j 
less rate of interest than the gold and j 
silversmiths of the time, who hail the 
monopoly of this business, were iii the ! 
habit of charging. 
But to-day, 
to 
mortgage one's house, to hypothecate J 
one's (Kinds, to get an advance upon 
one's storage receipts or one's bills of 
lading, is a business operation as re­ 
spectable’as it is general; while to pawn 
one’s watch or any other piece of ]»er- 
sonal projierty, though the operations 
are of precisely the same character, 
and are undertaken from the same 
necessity, is considered a somewhat dis­ 
reputable transaction. 
This is partly 
owing to the fact that public attention 
has not been called to the intelligent 
ami sympathetic study’of the matter. 
The more prosperous classes have, with 
a careless disregard for the welfare of 
their more needy fellow-citizens, al­ 
lowed tile whole business to fall into 
unworthy hands. 
How thoroughly the 
In*st interests of the poor have liccii in 
this matter disregarded, is shown con­ 
clusively by the fact that the legal rate 
of interest allowed tile pawnbrokers in 
our large cities is six ]R*r cent. a month. 
or seventy-two per cent. a year. 
Among all the cities of the country. 
Boston, M ass., is the only one iu which 
any attention has 1k*cii given to this 
wholly unnecessary burden placed upon 
the poor, and where a projier consid­ 
eration of the subject has led to a prac­ 
tical reform. 
Several years ago a few 
rich men in that city, recognizing the 
importance of organizing pawnbroking 
in an orderly business way, subscribed 
a capital of cine hundred thousand dol­ 
lars for the establishment of a Pawners' 
Bank, ax it was first called.

paying to its stockholders their regular 
dividends of eight per cent., has re­ 
duced the cost of pawning to those re­ 
quiring tills aid, and at the same time 
raised the compensation of those who 
attend to the octads of the business 
at»ove tile rate they at first were paid. 
Thus all Hie various classes who are 
connected with the bank have been 
benefited. 
But excellent and unquestionable as 
are the benefits this application of intel-

Well, sir, I fixed up the lit­ 
tle chap in tw’o days and sent him away 
as happy as a lark. 
Then the affair got 
noised about town, and I heard a good 
many expressions of admiration and 
gratitude for such an example of disin­ 
terested kindness.”

duecd in tho organization of pawning, 
yet it is evident that it is not all that 
can be done in this direction by a fur­ 
ther application of the same principle 
to the economic study of their con­ 
dition. 
Why would it not be *x>ssible 
to combine with a pawners’ bank a 
savings-bank, so that these two institu­ 
tions should work harmoniously to­ 
gether to their common end—the im­ 
provement of the hard conditions of the 
jKMjr? The very necessity of security to­ 
day forces Hie 
savings-bank, w'liich 
gathers its funds from the poor, to limit 
its investment of them to such securities 
as pay but the smallest interest. 
But 
the pawners’ bauk offers, as experience 
lias show n, an exceptionally safe oppor­ 
tunity for the investment of large ag­ 
itate sums of money at exceptionally 
igli rate of interest. 
Though eighteen 
per cent, a year, or one and a half per 
cent a month, is evidently ruinous to 
the ordinary transactions of business, 
yet it is only a fourth of seventy-two per 
iii is the regular cfi anre for 
all our 
cent., which is Hie regular charge 
pawnbroking 
in all our 
cities.

pawners1 bank, therefore, the capital of 
w'hieh w'as contributed by the rich, who 
would be contented with a small inter­ 
est ujxm their investment, could induce 
the poor to dejxisit their small savings 
with it by the secure promise of a hign- 
er rate of interest than they can get 
now'. 
The details of such a plan could 
bt? easily worked out, if the task were 
undertaken with an 
intelligent and

which have arisen suddenly. In catas­ 
trophic action, but oui} with such as 
have been slowly evolved.

former case, rivers, like all other natu­ 
ral features, share in the general over 
turtling and destruction.

same rate at which the range rises. 
Then equilibrium is established, and the 
cutting goes on at the same rate as the 
range increases in elevation. 
When 
tile rise ceases, the lake is gradually 
drained in whole or impart, as the river 
gradually cuts away the dam by moving 
its crest up-stream. 
A diversion of the 
stream can only occur by reason of a 
new' channel being made accessible by 
the rise of water back of the dam.

Sights on a Road in Palestine. 
Congressman Sunset Cox writes as fol­ 
lows from Jerusalem : 
The old maratime plain of the Philis­ 
tines (which is another name for Pales­ 
tine) lay along this coast, from <»aza 
1 northward, and it was considered a ’anil 
wortli struggles. 
This Joshua found. 
But in vain do we look for the “robes of 
Sharon and the lilies that grow ” in flus 
land so renowned once for its roseate 
iieauty. Still, we are told that in the 
vernal season it is carpeted like a Texas 
I 
ira trio with flowers of various hue and 
oveliuess. Along the dusty afternoon 
road we pass innumerable caravans of 
canids, led by Arabs on donkeys. 
The 
Arab generally sits on the remote i>oint 
of the rn coct/gig of the animal, aud 
without stirrups. 
He swings his bare 
brown feet and legs, while the little 
locust, like Julus, alongside of his father, 
trots inc,/no /K'dc. 
Plenty of women, 
with faces here apparent, and in long, 
blue, cheap cotton mantles, and some­ 
times with head crowned with burdens 
of fruit, pitchers, straw or wood, are met 
in tho way. Some ruins, mostly of 
churches, here and there appear, while 
I square, 
windowless, Turkish guard- 
j houses are seen at intervals, at whoso 
| doors are the white-dressed, fez-capped 
• xtxrkisn so* 
. guns and cigar- 
1 ettes. These are the police who are sup- 
j posetl to guard the road ; but to our ob­ 
servation no guard is needed, except in 
the dark mountain passes, and thoro 
Turkish engineering has been careful to 
have as few ga aril-holist* as possible ! 
There is not much to see on the road 
1 until you come to Pain Itll. Beggars and 
I back-shish, and some old relics as cru­ 
sading reminders are here, and one very 
' conspicuous object. The latter is a 
square tower und winding staircase. 
It 
! is off the road, and has a line view of 
I the surrounding country. 
It is over a 
I thousand years old, And has many Moslem 
' associations. 
Bamleh lias been the 
scene of much con ti‘st. Indeed, every 
little sjiot here in Judea is full of mem­ 
ories, from the time Israel came down 
from the Moab Mountains into the Jor­ 
dan Valley. The road is not to bo men­ 
tioned for its convenience and pet lec­ 
tion, only for its historic, religious and 
aesthetic interest. It was built in I HOH, 
by forced labor, and indeed its rough 
aud stony incompleteness looks like any­ 
thing but the result of cheerful work. 
It is supported by tolls, so much jk r 
head, ou every animal on the road. (hic 
should not complain of Hie road when it 
is remembered that before 18t»‘.l there 
was not a Bridle-} nit Ii to Jerusalem. It is 
said that the Sultan promised the Em­ 
press Eugenio to build a road to Jeru­ 
salem if she would come that way, aud 
this royal courtesy is the origin of tho 
road.

Preserring Wood Against Deraj. 


It has long l»ecn known that wood set 
in mortar is preserved against decay, and 
many stories lmx’e lux-n tnld of tho last­ 
ing qualities of woihI which have come 
in contact with this substange. A naval 
journal stated recently that a lime-laden 
coasting schooner of unseasoned Maine 
timber, which went ashore and bilged 
40 years ago, was raised some time atter 
and is still in service; aud an English 
paper gives the history of a platform of 
nine planks which have been used suc­ 
cessfully by father, son and grandson for 
mixing mortar, was then thrown aside 
and allowed to be overgrown wit It grass, 
but when brought to light again sixty 
years after, was found to l>e still in a 
state of preservation. 
Strangely no 
systematic at temps to utilize this know­ 
ledge has hitherto l>een made; and now 
• method based on this principle has 
been devised in France, aud is simple, 
cheap, requiring no s{aecial apparatus, 
and also effective. 
The plan is to pile 
the planks in a tank und to put over all 
a layer of quicklime, w hich is gradually 
slacked with water. 
The time required 
depends, of course, on tho thickness of 
the wood. 
Timber for mines will 1)0 
thoroughly impregnated in a1 amt a week. 
The material is said to a cquire remark­ 
able consistency and hardness after thia 
£coceaa.

It is iii compliance with a time-iioinmxl 
custom that prompts me to 'present you 
with such information as I have been en­ 
abled to glean from the different depart­ 
ments of the city government, f<y your 
guidance aud future deliberations, aud I 
will endeavor to present such facts and 
figures as I have obtained in as concise a 
form as possible. 
I find eight thousand dollars in bonds 
against this city become due during the 
year 188*2. You must provide for their 
payment in this year’s tax levy. The 
bonds to be paid are as follows: Two 
one thousand dollar bonds, issued Octo­ 
ber 1st, ISSI, due October 1st, 1882, bear­ 
ing interest at the rate of five per cent. 
lier annum. These bonds were issued 
for the purpose of raising money with 
w bidi to construct tho new bridge on 
Pleasant street; twelve live hundred dol­ 
lar 8 per cent, bonds, interest payable an­ 
nually, issued July 1st, 1876, due October 
1st, 1882. These bonds were issued to ob­ 
tain money wherewith to construct the 
Central school building. 
The bridge debt of two thousand dol­ 
lars, added to the school building debt 
of six thousand dollars, makes a total 
of eight thousand dollars of the bonded 
indebtedness of the city to be paid this 
year. 
When this eight thousand dollars shall 
have been paid the total bouded indebt­ 
edness of this city will tie but eighteen 
thousand dollars, divided as follows: 
Six 81,000 8 jier cent, bonds, issued 
July 1st, 1870, due October 1st, 1883. 
These bonds were issued to obtain mon­ 
ey to construct tile Central school build­ 
ing. 
Two $1,000 8 i»er cent, bonds, issued 
August 1st, 1870, due October 1st, 1884, 
issued to obtain the money to pay the 
Silsby 
Manufacturing 
company 
the 
difference between the value of lire en­ 
gines. 
Ten 81,000 7 per cont, bonds, issued 
March 10th, 1877, five of which are due 
October 1st, 1885, and five are due Octo­ 
ber 1st, 1880. These last named bonds 
were issued to obtain money to build 
this building and the fire engine house 
on tho cast side of the river. 
You will 
see by the following what (Kinds are out­ 
standing aud when they are due: $6,000 
due October 1st 1883; 82,(NKI due Octo­ 
ber 1st, 18S4; $5,(MNI due October 1st, 
1885; 85,OOO due October 1st, (SSO. Sure­ 
ly this is not a grievous burden for a city 
like ours, and few indeed are the cities 
of the size of this that can show so good 
a financial standing Much has been and 
very much more will lie said of unjust 
criticism of the men aud their acts and 
motives who compose this council from 
year to year, but u showing like this I 
have given you, taken in connection with 
our yearly tax levy of one and one-half 
per cent., shows to even an ordinary 
financier that few indeed must have been 
the “jobs” 
worked through our City 
Council, and that if “rings” have ever 
been formed to foist on the people of 
this city exorbitant taxes, or bonded in­ 
debtedness, they failed, and few must 
have been the “errors" in atle to show s i 
clean a record. 
Look at your school 
buildings, engiue houses, city hall, high­ 
ways, railroad connections, all we have 
and own, with a bonded debt of insuf­ 
ficient amount to pay the yearly intern st 
on the bouded indebtedness of many of 
our sister cities of a like size with our 
own. Why then should we not be proud 
to leu mr, no matter what may be paul to 
the contrary, that this city’s financial rec­ 
ord is the best of all the cities in this 
Union, with but three exceptions, aud 
none of those are in this state. 
There is an outstanding account against 
the city of Janesville in favor of the Sils- 
by Manufacturing Co., amonuting to 
$87G.80, for rebuilding the West side en­ 
gine. The Silsby Manufacturing Co. 
made a draft of 30.days for tho amount 
of their bill April 3d, 1882. As there is 
no money in the fire depart meut fund, 
and will not be until after the next tax 
evy is made aud collected, you might au­ 
thorize the city treasurer to accept the 
draft of the Silsby Manufacturing Co., 
due November 1st, 1882, with interest 
'rom May 1st, 1882, they having stated 
in a letter to the city clerk that they need 
the money in their business. There is 
also an invoice from the B. F. Goodrich 
Co. Akron Rubber Works for 1,000 feet 
of hose, at 85 cents per foot, making a 
l»tal of 8850. This hose was received 
and accepted January 28tb, 1882, on GO 
days tame, without interest, with interest 
from March 28th until November 1st, 
1882. seven months, at 6 per cent per an­ 
num. You must provide for the pay­ 
ment of these bills in your next tax 
levv. 
You must also provide for the payment 
of a judgment against the city, granted 
in favor of J. Maurice Smith, in the sum 
of 8032.40, judgment rendered Jauuaiy 
6th, 1882. I also find that there will be 
in the general fund of the city at the close 
of the fiscal year about 81,500.00, this sum 
would be sufficient to pay both of the 
last mentioned accounts, or, it could be 
used for the farther efficiency of the fire 
department, and the greater protection 
of the property of our citizens living re­ 
mote from the river; by the construction 
of cisterns at such places as may be des­ 
ignated by the Common Council. The 3d 
ward has a cistern built by the general 
fund of the city, and located on the hill 
at tile east side of tho park. Giving each 
ward one cistern would leave but four to 
be built this year. One cistern to a ward 
will not give perfect jirotertion, but it will 
serve to protect a territory of from 800 to 
1,000 feet in every direction from the cis­ 
tern, and thereby lessen the chances of a 
dire conflagration in some of the thickly 
populated residence portions of the city. 
lf water works are a thing to be attained 
in the near future the expenditure cf 
money for cisterns would be unnecessary 
and unwarrantable, but water works at 
tho present tune has no more tangibility 
than they had three years ago, aud the 
multiplicity 
of 
ideas 
that 
have 
been advanced as to tho means to 
be employed together with the mauy 
different systems of water works in use 
at the present day (each aud all having 
some following) to select from, and the 
location of the same; providing we had 
got thus far, I say the multiplicity of 
ideas one hears advanced by the men 
who do the voting; leaves it still a grave 
question whether or not we can afford so ] 
great a luxury at the expense it would 


entail on many tax payers in our midst. 
Cisterns can be built without issuing 
bonds, aud conversations I have had at 
different times with mauy of our citizens 
I have fouud that the issuance of bonds 
for any purpose is unpopular iu this 
community, the interest on a 
large 
sum of money becomes of itself an item 
that adds burdens in the shape of in­ 
creased taxation to a poor man, and de­ 
tracts largely from the rich m ans invest­ 
ment. I for ono am not pronounced for 
or against water works, ami would gladly 
conform to a majority vote either way, 
yet I would advise caution, and cisterns 
for tho present. 
Tho destruction of a large portion of 
the dam by the high water, is not only a 
heavy loss to tho water power company 
but to the city at large, for all feel its in- 
tliienco in a geater or less degree, either 
iii the loss of business ^r the many con­ 
veniences pt afforded, how much more 
those who are thrown out of employment. 
Many of these 
unemployed 
persons 
could lie set to work should you see fit 
Jo order the construction of cisterns or 
water works at an early day. 
The City Attorney informs me of the 
following suits against the city now pend­ 
ing: 
1st. Mary Spencer vs. city of .Lines­ 
ville; claims $2,000 for injury on side­ 
walk on Milwaukee street. 
This has 
been tried once, jury disagreeing, will be 
tried again next term of court. 
2d. Ch&s. I . Wilcox vs. James Hem­ 
ming. Tins case involves about $500 at 
the present time, ltrhas gone to tho Su­ 
preme Court of the State on an appeal by 
Wilcox. 
• 
3d. Randolph 
M. Clark vs. city of 
Janesville; suit commenced in 1S6S in 
the United States court, Milwaukee. This 
suit is brought on 129 interest coupons 
of $10 each, aud interest. Said coupons 
were detached from five bonds of 81,000 
each issued by the city of Janesville, Au­ 
gust 1st, 1873. 
This case involves be­ 
tween seven and eight thousand dollars. 
Itll. Joseph W. Clark, son of Randolph 
M. Clark, vs. city of Janesville, in the 
United States court at Milwaukee; suit 
is brought on five bonds of 81,‘MO each 
issued August 1st, 1853, and due Au­ 
gust 1st, 1873. There is attached to these 
bonds 12 interest coupons of 840 each. 
We rely largely on statute of limitation 
in this case. This suit was brought De­ 
cember 20th, 1880, and is now pending 
on demurrer. 
This case will involve 
eight to ten thousand dollars. 
5tli. Adam Shelly vs. city of Janes­ 
ville; 
suit brought to recover $5,000 
damages was tried in the last term of Cir­ 
cuit Court aud a verdict of $400 rendered 
against tile city. An appeal was taken by 
the city to the Supreme Court. 
Gentlemen:—You are all aware, I have 
no doubt, that the city charter has been 
revised, consolidated arni also published 
rn the official paper of the city, aud weut 
into full force and effect on the 31st of 
March, A. D., 1882. It will be necessary 
that the charter be indexed aud pub­ 
lished iii pamphlet form as soon as pos­ 
sible. The ordinances are iii process of 
revision by the city attorney, subject to 
your approval after such revision is ac­ 
complished. There are about 230 ordi­ 
nances on the ordinance book made up 
largely of amendments that have been 
made from time to time. You have no 
doubt noted some important changes 
made in the charter anil approved by the 
last council. I would call your attention 
to those changes made in the manage­ 
ment of our street commissioner. 
The 
street commissioner is to bo appointed 
by tile council at any time they see fit so 
to do by a majority vote, aud he may be 
removed at the pleasure of the council. 
You also fix his salary. The street com­ 
missioner acts by the direction of the 
Common Council only, and no ahi mum 
has an}- nght to direct tho street com­ 
missioner to perform any tbities tr/uitccer, 
or to incur any indebted at'** except by 
order of the common council, for it is 
the council, and not the aldermen, that 
directs the Street Commissioner. The 
council must also fix tin* per diem of the 
laborers who labor for the city lunier 
the Street Commissioner's directions. 
The Street Commissioner ion ut make an 
auuual report of the work doue, and the 
amount certified, an I 
oftener 
if re­ 
quired. 
The city marshal, urn]cr the new char­ 
ter, is prohibited from receiving any fees 
except a salary designated by you. All 
fees to which he has formerly been enti­ 
tled will now belong to the city. You 
may appoint a city marshal at any meet­ 
ing of the common council by u majority 
vote aud fix bis salary at any sum per 
month as you shall deem just. It is the 
duty of tho marshal to make a report 
monthly, uuder oath, of the eases iii 
winch he becomes entitled to fees, and 
said fees shall be paid to the city 
treasurer by the county or person hav­ 
ing the same in custody, on demand bv 
him. 
The city attorney holds office for the 
term of two years; his salary is to be fixed 
by tho common council* 
The common council, under tile new 
charter, bas the power to compel rail­ 
road companies to place llagmeu at 
such street crossings as it may desig­ 
nate. 
The board of health now consists of 
tho Mayor, tho senior alderman from each 
ward, and a practicing physician to be 
elected by tho common council; and 
when so elected, he is to bo known as 
the health officer, and may be compen­ 
sated by the city. There bas not been a 
sufficient amount of attention paid in 
this city to this very important depart­ 
ment of city government. Many of our 
alleys and by-places are charged with 
noxious vapors, bad smells, pestilence- 
breeding filthiness, as well as dangerous 
heaps of garbage, aud unsightly piles of 
ashes. This should not be so, aud I sin­ 
cerely hope the health officer will keep 
his sanitary as well as official eye open 
when going about the city on his own 
or the city’s business, aud report to 
the board of health all violations of a 
decent respect of sanitary precautions. 
The gas fund’s limit is raised from 
82,500 per veal* to $3,500. This change 
in the charter became a necessity, as the 
fund was found inadequate to meet the 
expenditures. 
The limit of the fire department fund 
has been raised from 85,000 to 87,000 per 
annum. That this fund has been too 
small to meet the demands made upon 
it, every man knows who has been a 
member of tho Common Council, or a 
member cf the fire department, and the 
department has been compelled to do 
wituout many needful things on this ac­ 
count; but I find the apparatus of the 
fire department in good shape, with a 
good supply of new hose on hand, and 
the expenditures this year should not 
exceed the usual amount granted, viz.: 
Five thousand dollars, in addition to the 
Silsby Manufacturing Company’s bill. 
Tho bill of the Silsby Manufacturing 
Company for $876.80 for repairs on the 
Rotary, taken in connection with the $50 
per month rental of the Chicago engine 
while our engine was away, increases that 
amount to about 81,100. This seems like 
a very large repair account, and I think 
I>orliaps it could have been done at home 
at a big saving of time and money, and 
equally as good a job could have been 
produced ; but that id neither here nor 
there. * The bill must be paid promptly 
and in good faith, as all just bills should 
be. 
Tho license question has been changed 
somewhat by an act of the Legislature 
during the last days of the session. This 
change places the minimum license at 
875, and the maximum at $200 per year. 
The difference between the new law aud 
the old is—the old minimum was $50, 
and maximum $150. The new minimum 


is $75, aud maximum $200. The amount

aud you will also have it rn your power

Thoro is a matter of a good deal of 
importance that I desire to call your at­ 
tention to,—it having been impressed 
upon my mind more forcibly by the sad 
accident that occurred so recently at 
Monterey, resulting in 
the death by 
drowning of a bright little girl. Acci­ 
dents of a aim ii a r nature are liable to 
happen at any time, and have happened 
many times in the post; and I would 
suggest that an appropriation be made 
of sufficient amount to build a suitable 
boat, and to equip it with the necessary 
appliances for dragging the river bottom; 
aud that it lie tho property of Hie city, 
and be kept in the West side engine 
house. 
This will place a needful ap­ 
pliance iii the hands of the city officials 
and the people, and much valuable time 
saved that is now wasted in obtaining 
boats from private parties. 
In conclusion, gentlemen, permit mo 
to say one word in relation to the meet­ 
ings of this body. Any night during the 
week that shall suit your convenience 
will be acceptable to me, as will also 
the hour at which we meet; but I 
would enjoin upon you the importance 
of being at the council chamber prompt­ 
ly at tho time agreed upon for meetings, 
iii order that we may have sufficient time 
to transact Hie business that may come 
before us understandingly, aud not have 
to unduly hurry it through on account 
of the lateness of tho hour.

your forbearance with my shortcomings 
from tho Chair, as this is a now business 
with me.
